Huns Polluted Interned Ships. 

The condition of the interned ships, 
after their German custodians had left, 
was something indescribable; they re- 
flected great discredit upon German 
seamanship, for it weuld have been 
impossible for any people which really 
loved ships to permit them to deterio- 
rate as had these vessels and to become 
such cesspools of filth, says Rear- 
Admiral William SS. Sims in the 
World’s Work for July. 

For three years the Germans had 
evidently made no attempt fo clean 
them; the sanitary conditions were so 
bad that our workmen could not sleep 
on board, but had to have sleeping 
quarters near the docks; they spent 
weeks scrubbing, scraping and disin- 
fecting, in a finally successful effort 
to make the ships suitable habitations 
for human beings. . 


Has Never Seen His Country. 

The only United States marine In the 
world who has never seen the United 
States is on duty at the American le- 
gation in Peking, China. He is Private 
Cc. W. F. Childress, who was born of 
American parents in China, When he 
became of age a few weeks ago he de- 
cided to join the marines and enlisted 
at the legation. 

Childress is a_ tall, good-looking 
young man who can speak the Chinese 
language like a native. His services 
as an interpreter are especially valu- 
able to the marines. Through assocl- 
ation with his payents and other Amer- 
fean residents of China he is thorough- 
ly familiar with the traditions and cus- 
toms of the United States. He is look- 
‘ng forward to the day when he will 
see the country whose flag he serves. 








Ground Ice. 

A professional paper of the’ United 
States geological survey on the ‘Can- 
ning river region, in northern Alaska, 
describes the occurrence of ground ice 
in that region and reviews the liter- 
ature of ground ice in considerable 
detail, The authr concludes that the 
two varieties of ground ice most com- 
mon in northern Alaska are formed 
by the burial of river ice by sediments 
and by the growth in place of vertical 
ice wedges,

thorization and receipt cards, to- 
gether with fourrageres with minia- 
tures in sufficient quantities to issue 
to such men presenting a letter ad- 
dressed to them by the Western Re- 
cruiting .Headquarters on this sub- 
ject. In no case, however, will a 
tourragere or a miniature thereof, 
be issued to any man applying, who 
is not in possession of a letter from 
the Western Recruiting Diision, and 
tor whom there is no authorization 
eard on file. Miniature fourrageres 
are for wear on the lapel of civilian 
coats. 


It will not be necessary for the 


next of kin of deceased Marines to 
apply for fourrageres as they will be 
furnished direct from Headquarters, 
Washington, D. C., in all cases where 
such Marines were entitled to them. 

The Marine Corps is exercising 
great care in issuing this decoration 
inasmuch as it is: the policy of the 
French ysovernment to award only 
those who are entitled to be decor- 
ated. The fourragere is a decoration 
of very old order and of unusually 
great honor and is awarded only to 
units as a whole, where the valor 
and activities of such units are such 
that the individual members thereof 
would be entitled to the croix de 
guerre. The colors of the fourra- 
geres are the same as those of the 
croix de guerre.
